tETAILS: 


On October 25 , 1 989 , at 12:30 a.m., SA Kohout received a call from BCA 

. atch requesting that she contact Roseville Police Officer Jim Anderson, at 
pay phone, 482-8563, and also call Ramsey dispatch, 984-3366, regarding a 
ecovered stolen vehicle. 


. SA Kohout then telephoned Ramsey County dispatch and spoke with Mike Smith, 
nd was informed by him that Ramsey and Roseville officers had located a red 
er.curv Topaz, which had been stolen out of Plymouth at the Rice Market Shopping 
enter, 2900^ Rice Street, Roseville, Minnesota. The dispatcher further stated 
hat the vehicle looked like it had been there at least one day, and that it was 
overed with gravel and dust. He further stated that during the evening roll- 
all, at approximately 11:30 p.m., on October 24, 1989, KSTP had called with a 
ip that they had heard from an anonymous party that a body had been dumped on 
outh Awaso Street out of a red car. Officers had looked for a bodv in that area, 
ad found none, had gone through parking lots, and did locate a red car which was 
ltimately identified as this stolen. 

. SA Kohout then spoke with Officer Jim Anderson, Roseville Police Department, 
nd was informed by him that the vehicle he had found was stolen from Plymouth 
n October 2, 1989, and was currently sitting in the parking lot near Rainbow 
oods, locked up, and the ignition was not punched. SA Kohout stated that she 
ould meet with he and Ramsey officers in approximately 20 minutes. 

At 1 a.m., SA Kohout met with Officer Jim Anderson and Sgt. Blakey, Ramsey 
ounty Sheriff s Office. SA Kohout looked out of the car and compared the tire 
read on the tires of the vehicle with xerox photos of tire tread markings found 
~ he WETTERLING crime scene and it was the consensus of the officers present 
s he scene and SA Kohout that the tire tread was very similar. 

- Sgt. Blakey had several conversations with Sgt. Hoirland, Plymouth Police 
epartment, 559-2835, regarding what they wanted to do with this stolen vehicle. 
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. n i t i a 1 1 y , Plymouth Police Department said that the car had been taken during a 
►.urglary on October 2, and that they had a suspect and that they had a suspect 
md they wanted to send their crime lab out to process the vehicle. Several phone 
:alls later it was determine that they did not have a suspect and that they were 
tot coming out that evening and they had no objections to SA Kohout having the 
• elude towed to BCA for processing. 

>• Sgf. Blakev then tracked down the reporter from KSTP who had called in the 
:ip during roll-call and informed SA Kohout that it was Angela Coshman. 

SA Kohout had several conversations with Deputy Steve Mund and Detective Doug 
’ierce, Stearns County, regarding what to do with til is vehicle. Ultimately it 
v’as determined that because the tire tread was close to the tracks found at I.lie 
'rime scene, and that an anonymous tip had been received regarding a body being 
lisposed of from a red car, that the vehicle should be impounded, brought back 
;o BCA, and searched. 

1. Sgt. Blakey then called Plymouth Police Department and informed them what was 
>oing to happen to the vehicle, and they stated that they had contacted the owner 
ind he had no objections to the trunk being popped if that was necessary. 

I. At 3 a , ra . , Twin Cities Towdng came to the lot, and brought the vehicle to BCA. 
3A Kohout followed the car from the recovery site directly to the BCA. 

Arrangements had been made for Gary Kaldun, BCA Crime Lab, to meet with SA 
.out at the garage area at BCA, and he arrived shortly after SA Kohout arrived 
ind began to work on the car. At approximately 4:30 a.m., Kaldun was able to open 
the trunk by popping the lock, and nothing out of the ordinary was found in the 
trunk. There were several duck decoys and other hunting gear in the trunk of this 
.•chicle. 

II. SA Kohout then called St. Paul Police Department and requested that they stop 
BCA to assist in opening the car doors, and they arrived at approximately 4:45 

9.m., opened the doors of the vehicles, and SA Kohout and Kaldun searched the 
inside of the vehicle and found nothing but some paper work belonging to the 
original owner of the vehicle. 

12. At 5 a.m., SA Kohout notified Stearns County, Ramsey County, and Plymouth 
Police Department that the vehicle did not tie in with the WETTERLING kidnapping. 
Plymouth Police Department notified SA Kohout that the detective in charge of the 
burglary case involving this stolen vehicle is Detective Nielson, and SA Kohout 
informed him that the lab would call Detective Nielson later in the morning to 
determine what should be done with the car next. 

13. At 5:30 a.m. , SA Kohout left' a message in the Communications Center for 
Superintendent Shields, Assistant Superintendent Campion and SA1C Peterson 
regarding the situation with the vehicle.

An aerial search was conducted in the South Owasso and Rice area of Roseville for the 
victim's body based on an anonymous tip. Results of search were negative.

DETAILS 

1. Based on a report received by Roseville PD that an anonymous caller had reported 
seeing the victim's body dumped in the South Owasso and Rice area of Roseville an 
aerial search was organized with back-up ground crews. The search was initiated on 
10-25-89 at about 1:00 p.m. A systematic aerial search was conducted using a MSP 
helicopter piloted by Trooper David Allen and accompanied by SA Berg and a Roseville 
officer familiar with the area. Several officers were available on the ground to 
assist with the search. 

2. The search was concluded after the search crew felt they had adequately covered 
the area in question with negative results. Attached to this report Is the Roseville 
Police Report which was the basis for the search.

3. On October 29 , 1989 , at approximately 11 p. m. , SA Sigafoos and Kandiyohi 
County Deputy Steve Marquart and Gary Wyfels went to the Thomas SERBUS residence 
in Rural Route. New London. At this location, a 1976 Ford pickup truck, blue in 
color, bearing Minnesota license number 472DSN was observed. A motor vehicle 
registration determined this vehicle is owned by Thomas Robert SERBUS. 
Investigators located Mr. SERBUS sleeping in this vehicle, at upon which time he 
was. awaken and interviewed. In the vehicle, SERBUS was observed wearing spiled 
clothing and covering himself with a lightweight coat, even though temperatures 
were below normal in the mid thirties. SERBUS was questioned about his 
whereabouts during the past week, and he indicated that he had been in the area. 
When asked why he was sleeping in his truck, he stated that he had a leg injury 
and that he had trouble making the walk from his driveway to his home which is 
located a distance uphill. It should be noted that Mr- SERBUS’ residence is 
without electrical service and is described as being in a shambles. SERBUS showed 
investigators a large wound on his leg which was extremely infected. SA Sigafoos 
noted that the vehicle contained numerous articles of clothing said to belong to 
Mr. SERBUS. A new survival knife container and knife was observed on the 
dashboard of the truck. SERBUS stated that he had bought it in St, Cloud on 
Sunday, October 29, 1989. He further indicated he works for a roofer company and 
has worked in the St. Cloud area but refused to provide the name of the company. 

stated he feared that investigators would bother his boss and possibly cause 

,i to loose his employment. 

4. SERBUS was questioned if he had been in the St. Joseph or St. Cloud area on 

October 22, 1989, being one week ago Sunday, and denied having been there. He 

went on to tell SA Sigafoos that a was responsible for his leg injury 

and that she was a witch and was inflicting these injuries upon him. A visual 
inspection of the interior of his vehicle was done with negative results for any 
clothing items or items possibly belonging to a younger boy. 

5. Kandiyohi County investigators advised SA Sigafoos that SERBUS has a criminal 

history record of harassment of a woman, being and also has some 

isorderly conduct charges, but has never had a history of criminal sexual assault 

upon young boys or women. 

6. On October 30,1989, SA Sigafoos spoke with Kandiyohi County Sheriff Larry 

Kleinhausen and appraised him of the situation at the SERBUS residence. Sheriff 
Kleinhausen stated that they were further investigating incidents were SERBUS was 
making threatening remarks towards __ :. Based on this and the injuries 

observed by SA Sigafoos on SERBUS’ leg, Sheriff Larry Kleinhausen indicated that 

e> are going to pick him up on a 72 hour police medical hold for further 
evaluation. Investigators from the Kandiyohi County Sheriff’s Department 
indicated upon locating SERBUS, they will conduct further searches and interviews 
concerning any involvement he may have had in the abduction of Jacob WETTERLING.

DETAILS 

On October 28, 1989, S/A Joel Kohout and Detective Kathy Nolan, St. 
Cloud Police Department, received a request from John Payne (Team 
12) to interview Kenneth and Alyssia Gatlin. Detective Nolan and 
S/A Kohout drove to the Gatlin residence, located at 910 East 
Baker , #10, St. Joseph , MNf approximately three times during the 
day on October 28, 1989, and.were unable to located the Gatlin's 
at home. Detective Nolan then left a card with her telephone 
number in the door requesting that the Gatlin's call the police 
department. Upon returning to the task force room, Detective Nolan 
was notified that Alyssia Gatlin had called in at 1058 in the 
morning with some physic information, a copy of which is attached 
to this report. On this report Alyssia Gatlin lists her phone as 
'363—7275. Attempts were then made to telephone the Gatlin's and 
again they were found not to be at home. 

At approximately 9 PM, October 28, 1989, task forced received a 
phone call from the Jerry Wetterling residence and requested that 
a detective come to the house and pick up a shirt that had been 
given to the Wetterlings by Alyssia Gatlin earlier in the 
afternoon. S/A A1 Costello requested that S/A Kohout and S/A 
Doolittle, BCA, go to the Wetterling residence and retrieve the 
shirt. 
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S/A's Kohout and Doolittle then drove to the Wetterling residence) 
arriving at approximately 9:20 p . m . . They met with Mr. and Mrs. 
Wetterling and some other family members at the residence, and were 
handed a paper bag containing a tee-shirt. S/A Doolittle removed 
the tee-shirt, which is a boys size tee-shirt, and noted that it 
had spray painting on it with the words Jason on the front and some 
other strips and squiggles and on the back the words "Bring Jason 
home now." This shirt was put back in the paper bag and maintained 
in S/A Doolittle’s custody at that time. Mrs. Wetterling stated 
that Alyssia Gatlin had called their residence in the morning with 
some physic information and that Alyssia and her husband Ken had 
been at the rally in the afternoon at that Alyssia had been walking 
around the rally with this tee-shirt on a hanger. Mr. Wetterling 
s t a t e d that he thought that she, was attempting to give the shirt 
to him, so he took the shirt from her at the rally, and came home 
and hung it the closet. The family members at their residence 
stated that Alyssia Gatlin had called many many times over the last 
couple of days trying to give them information and was becoming 
somewhat of a nuisance. S/A's Doolittle and Kohout asked Mr. 
Wetterling and his wife what they wanted done about Alyssia Gatlin, 
and they stated that they had known her for years, and that they 
Celt that in her mind she probably thought she was trying to help 
out, and that they would prefer not to have her agitated to the 
point where she was confronted with being a nuisance, but would 
prefer that the agents talk with she and her husband and tell them 
that the family's requested that they have some time alone. S/A 
Kohout and Doolittle informed the Wetterlings that they would leave 
their residence and drive over the Gatlins and speak with them 
about the matter. 

S/A's Kohout and Doolittle then drove to the Gatlin residence, and 
there met with Alyssia and Kenneth Gatlin. When they were invited 
into the residence and S/A Kohout noted that there were tarot cards 
spread over couch, and Alyssia explained to agents that she had 
just finished her reading on Jacob, and began to explain the 
process involved in that. Alyssia was wearing a sweatshirt with 
printing on it similar to the printing she had put on the tee- 
shirt. Her sweatshirt contained phrases about bring Jacob home, 
and she had writing on her blue jeans as well. S/A Doolittle 
brought Alyssia over to a kitchen table and spoke with her, while 
S/A Kohout, a few feet away, attempted to speak with Kenneth 
Gatlin. S/A Kohout asked Kenneth Gatlin where he thought 
detectives should be checking for Jacob, and he stated that he 
thought they should be looking in abandoned houses and run down 
farms, or possibly drainage tunnels in St. Cloud. S/A Kohout asked 
him where these tunnels were located, and he stated that there were 
two, one at St. Germain and Division Street, on the east side of 
the River, and another out by Whitney Park on the Sauk River west 
of the Boys Scout bridge. S/A Kohout asked him how he knew about 
these tunnels, and he stated that he had explored them at one time 
with another friend, and if they were going to search these

tunnels, he would like to volunteer so that he could be in them 
legally. 

S/A Kohout then jasked Kenneth Gatlin if there were any people he 
thought were suspicious that detectives should be talking to, and 
he mentioned a Mark with long dark brown hair, who in 1987, used 
to reside at 626 8th Avenue South*. He added that this Mark has a 
pocked marked face and could be connected with the mafia. 

S/A Kohout then asked Kenneth Gatlin about cults, and he stated 
that there is coven in St. Cloud, that could be looked into. He 
stated that the last knowledge he had about this cult was through 
somebody who lived in a apartment on the Sauk River where they used 
to practice their rituals. He then added that the cult might be 
located somewhere in the trailer court on the Sauk River, he 
suggested that S/A Kohout talk with Tim Erickson, who currently is 
in prison, about the cult, adding that he was the one that was 
involved in the. "Vampire" killings, or should locate his girlfriend 
Lynn who might still be around. 

Ken then stated that there is a Mark Varner in the county jail at 
the present time, who told him that in July, at the Fourth of July 
celebration, he had seen a couple of the cult members walking 
around the crowd. 

S/A Kohout and Kenneth Gatlin chatted a little more, and during 
this conversation Kenneth Gatlin did not appear to be nervous or 
uncomfortable. 

S/A Doolittle had concluded his conversation- with Alyssia Gatlin 
and as S/A Kohout and Doolittle were preparing to leave, S/A Kohout 
told the Gatlin's that the Wetterlings appreciated all the support 
and help the people were giving them, but had expressed a desire 
not to have people call them anymore with information, that they 
would prefer to have some time by themselves. Alyssia Gatlin 
stated that S/A Doolittle had discussed that at lengths with her, 
and that she could understand this and would convey any further 
information she had directly to the police. 

S/A's Kohout and Doolittle then left the residence at approximately 
10:30p.m.. 

Upon returning to the task force room, S/A Doolittle handed the bag 
containing the tee-shirt to S/A L. Contello, to be maintained in 
his custody as evidence. 
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On October 29, 1989, during the morning hours, Detective Nolan 

contacted the Gatlin residence by phone and spoke with Kenneth 
Gatlin. She informed him that some people had called the task 
force suggesting that he might have been informed in the abduction 
of Jacob Wetterling. Detective Nolan then asked if he would be 
willing to discuss this, or take a polygraph. He stated that he 
would be willing to taking polygraph, and at that point Alyssia 
Gatlin got on the phone with Detective Nolan and wanted to kn ow 
what was going on? Detective Nolan told Alyssia Gatlin that some 
people had suggested that Kenneth might be involved in the 
abduction. Alyssia Gatlin became extremely upset regarding these 
allegations. She stated that on the night of the abducted, October 
22, 1989, Kenneth had been home with her, and that her children had 
been at the residence, and i,n addition a little neighbor girl named 
Heidi and Keith Theisen had also been at the residence until quite 
late and could verify that Kenneth had been home. Alyssia 
suggested that detectives go speak with Heidi Theisen and find out 
what information she could provide. 

At approximately 3:00 p.m., October 29, 1989, Detective Nolan and 
S/A Kohout drive to the Theisen residence, located at 1004 E. Baker* 
Street, Apt. #30, St. Joseph!, MN , telephone 363-4620/ At that 
residence were Donna Theisen, Heidi's mother, another neighbor 
lady, and several children. Detectives asked if they could bring 
Heidi out to the car to interview her so there would be some peace 
and quiet, and Rose Theisen agreed to this. 

S/A Kohout, Detective Nolan, and Heidi then went to Detective 
Nolan's vehicle and while Det. Nolan asked Heidi some questions, 
S/A Kohout took notes. 

Heidi proved difficult to interview, due to the fact that she had 
a hard time understanding questions and stated she did not tell 
time very well, and had difficultly remembering events in general. 
Heidi is 10 years old, and her DOB/07-03-79 / 

When asked about what she recalled happening October 22, 1989, 

Heidi provided a very confusing recollection of the afternoon 
during which she had either had gone to the Gatlin residence to 
find their daughter, Eowin, to play with, and had then come home 
and eaten, or she stated it could of been the other way around, 
that Eowin had come over to her house, and then had gone home. At 
any rate, later in the evening, when it had just started to get 
dark, Alyssia had gone over to the Eowin/Gatlin to play with her. 
She stated that she thought Eowin's brother, Aragorn, was at the 
hospital or some place, and that when she arrived Alyssia and Ken 
Gatlin were also home with Eowin, however, Alyssia left for a very 
short time to pick up Aragorn. She stated that when Alyssia left, 
Ken Gatlin stayed home with them. She stated that the TV was on 
and Ken Gatlin was watching the 8:00 movie, "Do you know the Muffin 




Man?" She stated that the movie had already started by the time 
she had came into the house, and she and Eowin were in and out o£ 
the house during a period of time, and while in the house played 
with the hamsters. After Alyssia had returned, Eowin asked if she 
could spend the night at Heidi's house, and Alyssia said that she 
would think about it, thought about it for awhile, called Heidi's 
mother and ultimately decided that Eowin could not spend the night 
at Heidi's. 

Heidi stated that she thinks she got home around 9:30 p.m. and that 
Eowin walked her home, and Eowin’s brother came over to her house 
and picked up Eowin and walked Eowin and walked back to his 
residence. It should be noted that these residence’s are 
relatively short distance apart in a townhouse addition. Heidi 
stated that she thought that Ken Gatlin was sleeping upstairs when 
she left. She stated that the next day, after learning about the 
kidnapping, she wrote down 9:30 p.m. on her calendar as the time 
she returned home Sunday night, cause she thought it might be 
important later, however the calendar had since been thrown out. 

S/A Kohout and Detective Nolan, then brought Heidi back into the 
residence and asked Donna Theisen if she had in fact spoken with 
Alyssia Gatlin on October 22, 1989, and she stated that she talked 
to her approximately three times during that evening. Donna 
Theisen stated that she recalled that Heidi returned to the 
residence that night at 10:30 p.m. and that she had been agitated 
with her because she should of been earlier. She recalled during 
one conversation with Alyssia Gatlin she heard the TV over the 
phone and realized that the Gatlin's were.watching the movie "D o 
You Know the Muffin Man", which was the same movie she was 
watching. Donna Theisen stated that on Monday, October 23, 1989, 
she again had a occasion to speak with Alyssia Gatlin over the 
phone, and stated that she was the one that informed Alyssia Gatlin 
that there had been a kidnapping. 

Detective Nolan and S/A Kohout thanked Heidi and her mother for 
their cooperation and left the residence and drove back to the 
Gatlin residence and there spoke with Alyssia Gatlin. She stated 
that the children were still not home from a weekend visit 
somewhere, and that Kenneth was at the BoDiddly Restaurant trying 
to calm himself down. She stated that he is upset about the 
allegations that have been made against him. 
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Detective Nolan then asked Alyssia Gatlin if she would go over 
again what she had been doing on October 22, 1989, and she stated 
that she and Ken had gone to Bo-Diddly's for dinner and had arrived 
at approximately 6 to 6:30 p.m.. She stated that Kenneth left the 
restaurant at approximately 7 p.m. , and walked home arriving at 
about 7:20 p.m.. She stated that she stayed behind at wrote some 
things and then she drove home and arrived at approximately 8:00 
p.m.. She stated that she had the car because Kenneth doesn’t 
drive the car that much, that he does not have a drivers license. 

She stated that her kids were out playing when she returned home, 

with some neighbor children, and that Kenneth was watching tv and 
reading a book. 

At approximately 9:00 p.m., came into the house to ask if she 

could spend the night at Theisen’s. Alyssia stated that she said

She stated that Heidi had walked 
home alone. She recalled that Kenneth was probably still up when 
Heidi went home. 

Detective Nolan asked Alyssia if she had gone somewhere during the 
evening to pick up her son, and she stated' that she had not, the 
only place where she went after dinner, after returning, was out 
of her residence, across the parking lot to a laundry mat. She 
stated that she washed a large amount of clothes and had been back 
and forth to the laundry area several times during the evening. 
She further added that she believed they had watched the movie "Do 
You Know The Muffin Man?" until it was over and had gone to bed at 
approximately 10:30 that night. 

Alyssia recalled that there were other children out playing that 
night who also would know that Kenneth had been home during the 
entire evening, and those children were: John D’Allessandro, who 

lived in Unit #19, in their complex and a Jennie Schlickar who 
lived in Unit #15. 

Detective Nolan and S/A Kohout informed Alyssia that they would 
talk to these children and then would drive down to the restaurant 
and speak with Kenneth. 
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Detective Nolan and S/A Kohout then walked over to Unit #15, the 
Schlickar residence, and no one was home. They were then walking 
down to Unit #19 and a woman, who identified herself as Jerry 
Acher, asked if they were looking for her. She stated that she 
lived in Unit #19, and detectives informed her that they were 
looking for her son, John. She stated that was the boy who was 
standing there with her. The detectives then asked John if he 
remembered if he knew what he was doing on October 22, 1989, and 
he stated that he was outside playing with Eowin and some other 
kids.

Detective Nolan and S/A Kohout then explained to Kenneth why they 
wanted to talk with him again, and he stated he would be glad to 
talk. They then sat at a table with him and asked him if he could 
recall again what he was doing on October 22 , 1989, during the 
evening hours. He stated that he and Alyssia had gone down to the 
restaurant, Bo-Diddly's, at approximately 6:00 p.m., and that he 
left at about seven on foot. He explained that he does not have 
a drivers license and that he rarely drives. He stated that his 
drivers license was not taken away from him, however , when he moved 
from Michigan, he never bothered to apply for a 
Minnesota's license. He stated that after he returned home he was 
watching tv and Alyssia got home at about 8:10 p.m.. He stated 
that he was at the residence the entire night, that he may have 
been out on the back steps smoking cigarettes periodically, but 
that he did not leave the residence. He recalls that the children 
were playing in the area, and named Heidi Theisen as being in and 
out of the residence. 

Detective Nolan explained to Kenneth that a lot of names had come 
in as possible suspects in the abduction, and that he was not being 
singled out for an interview, that a lot of people were being 
interviewed. It was explained that it might not be necessary, but 
at a later time detectives might determine it useful for him to 
take a polygraph test and asked whether not he be willing or not 
to do that. Kenneth stated that he would be absolutely willing to 
take a polygraph test at any time. 





S/A Rollout asked Kenneth for his full name and he stated his name 
as Kenneth William Gatlin. DOB/05-03-65f He stated that his last 
name was Gatlin until 1972, when he changed it to Cicalo, the name 
of his stepfather. Kenneth stated that in 1980., he changed his 
name back to Gatlin. He stated that he had never been arrested 
for any felonies, and that he had received a couple of traffic 
citations. 

During the interview with Kenneth Gatlin he was extremely 
cooperative, and did not appear to be holding back any information. 
It appear more than his feelings had been hurt that he would be 
accused of doing anything as horrible as abducting a child.. 

It should be noted that the front door of the Gatlin faces the 
parking lot of the townhouse complex and that the Gatlin vehicle, 
bearing Minnesota plate 36DES, is parked directly in front of their 
back door. In order for someone to have driven that vehicle during 
the evening hours of October 22 , 1 989 , they would have had to 
pulled that car out of area where the children were playing, and 
none of the children interviewed indicated that the car had been 
moved, or mentioned seeing Kenneth Gatlin getting into a car.

Agents interviewed RICCI 1 s roommate, STEPHEN TELL, to learn that 
RICCI was unaccounted for in the St. Cloud area at the time of the 
abduction and that he displayed symptoms of mental disorder such as 
disorientation, sudden load irrational verbal and physical outbursts, 
paranoia about satanic worship, and obsession with death, suicide and 
sexual matters.

4. After the fight, TELL felt that RICCI was avoiding him and would leave 
the apartment when TELL came home. 

5. RICCI had a female friend, known to TELL only by the first name, Mary, 
who he believed lived in the apartment building next door to his. 

6. RICCI was reportedly a member of the Air National Guard and worked as 
some type of medical technician. 

7. - RICCI periodically attended weekend guard and was known to have 

attended guard duty on the weekend of 10/21-22/89, and to have 
returned to the apartment from guard duty between 10:30 PM and 11:00

8. RICCI was not known to have family in the St. Cloud area and was not 
known to possess a gun in the apartment.

On 10/31/89, at about 4:30 PM, TELL phoned SA Tweedy at the Task Force to 
him that he, TELL, had found RICCI 1 s guard announcement and some other 
disturbing notes and papers in the living room of the apartment. Agents 
went to the apartment and reinterviewed TELL and received the subject 
documents from TELL with a signed Consent to Search.

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and had consulted a minister concerning observations he had made when 
he visited at the couples home recently (a note among the documents 
provided by TELL had the name of Pastor Tony Bertram on it). 

13. RICCI's female friend, Mary (LNU), was described as being a white 
female, skinny top, heavy bottom, with tight red curly hair, and a 
weight lifter who road a motorcycle. 

Of special interest, among the documents received from TELL was a poster 
with a picture of JACOB which had a sheet of paper stapled to it with 
writing, presumably made by RICCI, indicating that RICCI was obsessed with 
suicide, taking the life of another, including handwritten references to 
the "Bahai," "Jacob" and a "Beautiful Plan Extremely Beautiful." 

Following the TELL interview, SA Tweedy called the St Paul/Ramsey County 
Medical Center and spoke with David Fortney, Ph: 612/221-2186, Vice 
President and General Counsel for the Medical Center, and advised him that 
evidence had been discovered that RICCI may be involved in the Wetterling 
kidnapping. Fortney said that RICCI was presently on a voluntary 
commitment and that if he sought to leave the Medical Center, they would 
seek a 72-hour involuntary hold.

’tate of Minnesota revealed an individual identified as Meyer as having vehicles 
licensed through the state of Minnesota, identifying himself and the Universal 
./Ire Church. _ During this analysis of records, it was discovered that Meyer used 
jp to four different addresses for identification purposes. One of the vehicles 
licensed to Meyer is described as a 1977 Ford van, bearing Minnesota LDX491. 
analysis of Meyer's criminal history record reveals between 1951 through 1975, 
/arious arrests and convictions for burglaries. Further information provided by 
the St. Paul Police Department indicates that in 1986, Meyer was spotted at a 
location in St, Paul under suspicious activity. Along with Meyer, were the 
Individuals Schwope and Stroth. Further examination of the situation revealed 
i possible attempt to break into a house. In 1987, Meyer was in the company of 
•lelsh who were both in an alley in St. Paul under suspicious conditions. 

3.. SA Owens obtained further information involving the membership at the 
Jniversal Life Church and in particular, its association with a family with the 
last name of Hermann. On 11/6/89, the Inver Grove Heights Police Department 
-, v ked an addiess in that city in which the Hermann's reside. Further analysis 
he Hermanns identified in this report indicate that Evangeline has a gun

to help him deal with his problems. He states that be comes from a good 
family from the Dilworth, Minnesota, and that he is a 1 983 graduate of 
Dilworth High. He stated that he attended the Staples Vocational Technical 
Institute for one month before he dropped out. He worked in the Moorhead 
area for Roff Container Company where he was a supervisor in a plastic blow 
molding manufacturing process. He states that he has never been arrested, 
his family has never been arrested, that his younger brother Devin has never 
been arrested, and that he never had anything to do with the WETTERLI.NG 
kidnaping. 

2. He said that on the night of October 22 , 1989 , he was with Darian 
Christianson who is employed at the Soft Touch Car Wash in St. Cloud. 
Christianson can be reached at 252-8115. Christianson resides with a family 

l St. Cloud where he rents a basement apartment. This family has three 
children. He said on the night of October 22, he and Christianson had played 
pool at billiards on Germain, and then had proceeded to the Skilmill. He 
said they drove around the St. Cloud area, and about 9 p.m., drove toward St. 
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Joe's and went past the Tom Thumb, and drove past some bars such as 
LaPlavette. He said at no time during that drive did he see Jacob 
WETTER LING • He said at no Lime during that night did he proceed into the 
WETTERLING'residential area. He said he did not know where Jacob WETTERLING 
lived at the time. He said that since the WETTERLING kidnapping, he has 
driven past WETTERLING's house simply out of curiosity. 

3. J a co bson admits that he owns a black winter jacket which is fluffy as 
well as black boots and black gloves. He stated that one night he was 
particularly mad at his girlfriend whom he identified as Billie Almar with 
a phone number of 612-251-0311. She is 17 years old. He said because he was 
mad, he decided to walk from Sartell to Sauk Rapids and then return to 
Sartell. He estimates that he returned to his home at approximately 1:30 in 
the morning. He cannot recall when this walk happened. He said that he had 
suicidal thoughts during that period and was very depressed and had sought 
help through the Minnesota Employee Association, and was referred to a 
counselor named Soekes who has an office at the Security Financial Building-

Plymouth Sundance, dark blue in color, bearing Minnesota license number 
651 ECX. He said that his monthly payments are $189.00. 

5. Jacobson said that he can barely afford to feed himself, so he currently 
wouldn't kidnap Jacob WETTERLING, Jacobson consented to agents coming to his 
apartment for a consent search. He said that Jacob is not there, and that 
the only person there is his younger brother Devin whose date of birth is 
December 1 1, 19 6 8. He said that Devin is employed by the I.antz Lens Company. 
He said that on the night of October 22, 1989, Devin was visiting his folks 
who own a trailer house in Staples, Minnesota.

1. Alan A. Schleicher told me that his date of birth of Aft'jfc|3;fi^gy%i950 . and 
that he is married to Carol Jean Schleicher, and that he has two children. 

He has lived in the Meadowlark Apartments for 
approximately 3 years and been a caretaker there. He is employed by I.N.H. 
Property Management Company in St. Cloud, and the owner is Leon Hienien. The 
secretary for the management company is Sandy at 252-2000. 

2. Alan told us that his family and children are personal friends of the 
WETTERLINGs. He said one week prior to Jacob’s kidnapping, Jacob and 

had spent the night at his apartment. is a good playmate of Jessie’s. 
The children had stayed before. He said that he believes that the 
WETTERLiNG s s tayed at his apartment on October 18, 1989, and that during the 
night Jacob s Huffy dirt bike was stolen. He said that Jacob had parked this 
bike, in a bicycle rack next to the garage behind his apartment and that 
there were other bikes which were of greater value which were not locked, but 
that only Jacob s bike was stolen. He said Jacob’s bike had a black front 
tire and a blye back tire. He said the bike has not been recovered. 

Alan said that his daughter Julie mentioned to him that during the night 
that Jacob and stayed, a man called their home claiming that he was 
from California and asked for their mother. He also discussed the weather. 
Julie had the impression that the call was not long distance. Alan said that 
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when the ifETTERLINGs had stayed at his house, he was working second shift at 
Maney International as a truck mechanic. He said that his wife Carol was not 
home because she had checked into an alcoholic program for treatment. He 
said that his wife Carol remained in treatment until November 2, 1989. 



4. Alan told us that his wife Carol is also a member of the Bahai faith and 
participates in a small group with the WETTERLINGs. Carol has been a member 
of the Bahai faith for over a year, and joined that religion because of her 
dissatisfaction with the Catholic church. Carol was a former manager at the 
76 station in St. Joseph, and while working there sustained a hack injury. 
She was treated by chiropractor Jerry WETTERLING for this back problem. Alan 
gave us a mailing from the Minnesota Bahai school community, Route 2, Box 77, 
Cokato, Minnesota 55321. I noted that the Minnesota Bahai winter school 
maintains a retreat center identified as the Koinonia Retreat Center on Lake 
Sylvia. This center is approximately 55 miles west of Minneapolis near 
Annandale, Minnesota, and is 90 acre wooded facility including three lodges 
and a center building which contains a dining room, conference room, and a 
recreation area. The phone number at that center is 612-236-7746. This 
mailing from the Bahai school committee will be attached to this report. 


5. Alan told us that he had not seen anything unusual around the Meadowlark 
Apartment complex. He states that he normally returns home from work at 
about midnight, and that he then walks around the buildings. He said most 
rent payments are regular and there are always a few late pays. He said that 
uilding 104 consists primarily of married couples with children and that the 
jther two units, buildings 110 and 116, are mostly college students. Most 
of those units contain four individuals who share rent. He stated that 
recently the company did hire a new security guard whom he identified as Dean 


6. About this time, Alan placed a phone call to Leon Hienien . the owner of 
1 .N.H. Properties, and Hienien told me that he had hired Dean Goulet as a 
part-time security person starting September 1, 1989. Goulet is a former St. 
John s University student, approximately 23 years old, 5’9'\ and did work at 
Spectrum Sign Company in St. Cloud. Hienien told me that Goulet seems like 
a well spoken individual who resides with another student from St, John's. 

7. Alan told us that the only other irregular incident that he can recall

SA Kohout asked Kraut what kind of vehicle he owned, and 
he stated he owns a green 89 SEI Honda. 

6. SA Kohout then accompanied Kraut upstairs where he introduced SA Kohout to 

his mother, and the part-time employee, Joan. Kraut then pulled a calendar out 
of the drawer which indicated that he was at work on October 22, 1989, and he 

stated that this was the way he kept track of his time, by signing in on the 
calendar, and Joan also confirmed that she had been at work that evening, probably 
up until 10 p.m. Kraut stated that on Sundays he routinely works from noon until 
10 p.m. Kraut then pulled a video rental slip out of the drawer for October 22, 
1989, at 8:45 p.m., which had his signature on it. 

SA Kohout thanked Kraut for his cooperation and gave Kraut the flyers of Jacob 
WETTERLING that he had requested. The interview was then terminated.

3. Letnes stated that she. has lived on Kiwi Court since 1 977 and knows the 
SETTERLINO family fairly well. She added, however, that the residents of the 
neighborhood did not socialize much as a group. She said that it was a quiet, 
area where people got along well with others, maintained their own 
friendships, and had relatively lit. tie concern for crime. Prior to the 
abduction, the Letnes family did not even worry about locking their house. 

4. When asked if there were any handguns in the Letnes household, Judy 
responded that she thought her husband had a 22 caliber handgun for target 
shooting, but that he probably brought it along with him on his hunting trip. 
Steven, an avid outdoorsman , is primarily a rifle and shotgun shooter.

Lori L. Burr was the victim of a stabbing while she was sleeping at her residence 
on the morning of June 22, 1987, in Waite Park, Minnesota. Her husband, Donald 
Rav Burr (DOB: 3/28.7.6.4,' 5'5", 135 lbs.) was reported as in the bathroom of the 
residence at the time of the stabbing and gave a suspect description as follows: 

Male, 5'8", 180 lbs., wearing black ski mask, green army style jacket, blue 

jeansandblackboots. 

In 1988, (St. Cloud case file #880108898), Donald Burr was the reported victim 
of a kidnapping from the St. Cloud Area Vocational Technical Institute parking 
lot. In the stabbing incident, Waite Park Police Department Officer Ken Dickinson 
suspected that Donald Burr was the assailant in the June, 1987, incident. In the 
St. Cloud kidnapping incident, the investigation revealed the possibility of a 
false allegation. This interview was conducted because of the oddness of these 
cases for the purpose of viewing the tires on the Burr vehicle and determine the 
whereabouts of Donald Burr on the evening of October 22, 1989. 

Lori Burr was asked to explain the stabbing incident that occurred on June 22, 
1987, and in response said that she: 


Was sleeping in her waterbed with her back to the doorway when someone came into 
the bedroom and began stabbing her. 

Was stabbed 14 times in the arms,.legs and 2 stab wounds in the back of which 
one punctured a lung. 
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- Was laying on her left side and struggled to get out of the waterbed after the 
stabbing. 

- Got out of bed and saw her husband Don standing in the bedroom doorway. 

- Believed that her husband Don was in the shower at the time of the stabbing. 

Did.not see the suspect and immediately ran out of the bedroom to a neighbor's 
residence. 

-Had lived in the St. Cloud area less than a year prior to the incident, did not 
know too many people and had no idea who had attacked her. 

Burr then stated that as she was running out of the residence, her husband was 
in front of her trying to stop her, however she continued on to the neighbor's 
house. 

Burr then said that in the fall of 1988, her husband was kidnapped from the St. 
Cloud Vocational Technical Institute. Burr said that the investigating officers 
did not seem to believe that her husband had actually been kidnapped. 

When asked to provide the whereabouts of herself and her husband on October 22, 
1989, Burr said that she had visited with a friend, Gay Montonve, telephone number 
, at the Montonye residence located on Franklin Road in Clearwater, 
lesota, from approximately 1:00 p.m. to about 7:00 p.m. Drove to the Rero 
jurnwood Group Home after 7:00 p.m. to visit her husband Don who is employed as 
a counselor at the group home for mentally and physically handicapped. Left the 
group home with her husband at about 8:30 p.m. and drove home arriving there 
around 9:00 p.m. Stayed at her residence with her husband for the remainder of 
the evening. 

Burr then advised that her husband generally works from 6 to 9 a.m. then is home 
during the dav time, then returns to the group home for the evening hours. Burr 
then said that her husband w r orks every other weekend as a supervisor at the group 
home . 

When asked about her relationship with her husband. Burr stated that her husband 
is a loving, caring, church-oriented person that desires to work with mentally 
ill children. Burr then said that she and her husband would rather work with 
children rather than adults. 

At the completion of this interview at 2:20 p.m. on November 4, 1989, SA Gregory 
walked to the parking lot of the apartment complex for the purpose of observing 
the tires on the Burr vehicle. The Burr vehicle is a tan over tan 1984 
Oldsmobile, 4 door, Minnesota license NOC508. All four tires on the vehicle were 
Good Year VIVA III, style radial tires, size 175/80R13.

Jerry Wetterling reported that he sent a letter on to the St. Cloud 
Human.Rights Commission, with copies to the mayor and City Council, 
in accordance with a motion passed at the July meeting. The letter- 
asked for the resignation of Fran Altman as chair, recommended 
sensitivity training for members of the Commission, and asked that 
sin apology be sent to Dr. Robert Johnson. Jerry also expressed his 
...concern about an article in the St. Cloud Daily Times in which 
•member .Mike Scovill expressed his disagreement .with the-motion» 
./passed at. the? July meeting. 

Fran Altman, Chair of the Bt. Cloud Human Rights Commission, then 
spoke to the NAACP about the recent controversy surrounding her. 

She said that she had not intended to discredit Robert Johnson. She 
had confused him with someone else. She said that she deeply 
regretted the mistake, but she did not think that warranted her 
..stepping down as chair. She suggested that tensions among members 
of the Commission had fueled the strong reaction to her comments. 

She singled out Taye Reta, in particular, as someone who had reacted 
especially stongly and, she felt, unfairly. 

,<ye Reta gave his version of the events. He defended his strong 
reaction to Ms. Altman s behavior. Aside from his initial anger at 
the false comments about Robert Johnson, he felt that the indident 
and the way it was dealt with fit. into a larger pattern of racial 
insensitivity that he has observed in St. Cloud, including at times 
on the Human Rights Commission. He expressed frustration with the 
press, saying that he had never been asked his opinion despite the 
allegations that had been made about him. While he was pleased with 
Ms. Altman's apology, he felt that it had come too late. 

Mike Scovill then commented on the newspaper article in which he was 
quoted. He felt that Kathy Hesch was serving her own interests in 
speaking to the NAACP. He questioned the accuracy of some of her 
comments and noted that he had raided these questions at the July 
meeting. He felt that members were given insufficient notice that 
this issue would be discussed at the meeting. He said that he told 
reporters at the time of the interview that he did not speak as an 
officer of the NAACP. 

The ensuing discussion centered on the need for all parties to go 

beyond seeing the issue in personal terms and to work toward making 
the Human Rights Commission more effective. 

The meeting was adjourned at 9:45 p.m. 


The Baha’i Faith 
and its~World Community 


Introduction 


The Baha I Faith is an independent world religion with 
adherents in virtually every country. The Bah4T world com¬ 
munity includes almost all nationalities, classes, trades 
and professions. Its membership of over 4.5 million is 
comprised of people living in more than 118.000 localities 
in over 200 countries and territories-166 of these inde¬ 
pendent nations—and unites men and women of various 
religious and ethnic origins. More than 2,0010 ethnic 
groups and tribes are represented. 


Baha’i Writings 

The writings that guide the life of the Baha'i community 
include numerous works by Baha'u'liah, the Prophet-Foun¬ 
der of the Baha'i Faith, and interpretations by His son 
Abdul-Baha and Baha'u’ll4hs great-grandson, Shoghi 
Effendi. Baha t literature can be read today in over 750 
languages and dialects. 


Baha’f Principles 

The central principles of the Baha'i Faith are the oneness 
of God. the oneness of religion, and the oneness of man¬ 
kind. Baha’u'liah taught that divine Revelation is a continu¬ 
ous and progressive process and that the missions of the 
messengers of God represent successive stages in the 
spiritual evolution of human society. Baha'is believe that 
humanity is one family created by God. The Baha'i com¬ 
munity promotes the unity of mankind and the establish¬ 
ment of peace in the world. The teachings of the Baha'i 
Faith provide solutions to problems which have been bar¬ 
riers to the achievement of unity and peace. 

Characteristics of the Baha’f Community 

There is no clergy in the Baha’i Faith. Local meetings are 
planned by the local Baha i communities. Baha’i meetings 
include devotional services, study classes, discussions 
social events, and the observation of holy days. 

Baha i religious and community activities are planned ac¬ 
cording to the Baha'i calendar. The Baha'i Faith began in 
1844 and each new calendar year begins on the vernal 
equinox. The Baha'f year includes nine holy days and a 
period of fasting near the end of the year. The purpose 
of human life for Baha fs is to know and to worship God, 
and to carry forward an ever-advancing civilization. 
Baha is have, for over one hundred years, striven to bring 
about the unity of mankind, world peace, and world order. 
To achieve these goals the Baha'i teachings encourage: 

1. The fostering of good character and the develop¬ 
ment of spiritual qualities, such as honesty, trustworthi¬ 
ness. compassion, and justice. Prayer, meditation, 
and work done in the spirit of service to humanity are 
expressions of the worship of God. 

2. The eradication of prejudices of race, creed, class 
nationality, and sex. Racism retards the unfoldment of 
the boundless potentialities of its victims, corrupts its 
perpetrators, and blights human progress. Recogni¬ 
tion of the oneness of mankind, implemented by ap¬ 
propriate legal measures, must be universally upheld 
if this problems is to be overcome. 

3. The achievement of a dynamic coherence between 


the spiritual and practical requirements of life on earth. 
There are spiritual principles or values by which solu¬ 
tions can be found for every social problem. The es¬ 
sential merit of a spiritual principle is that it not only 
presents a perspective which harmonizes with that 
which is immanent in human nature, it also induces 
an attitude, a dynamic, a will, an aspiration, which 
facilitate the discovery and implementation ol practi¬ 
cal measures. 

4. The development of the unique talents and abilities 
of each individual. Through the pursuit of knowledge, 
the acquisition of skills for the practice of a trade or 
profession and participation in community life both the 
individual and society as a whole are enriched. 

5. The equality of women and men. The denial of such 
equality perpetrates an injustice against one hall of 
the world's population and promotes in men harmful 
attitudes and habits that are carried from the family to 
the workplace, to political life, and ultimately to interna¬ 
tional relations. 

6. The cause of universal education. Ignorance is indis¬ 
putably the principal reason for the decline and fall of 
peoples and the perpetuation of prejudice. No nation 
can achieve success unless education is accorded 
all its citizens. 

Bahd’f Laws 

Besides spiritual laws requiring daily prayer and an an¬ 
nual period of fasting, the Bah4't Faith has social laws. It 
prescribes monogamy and upholds the importance of 
chastity. Marriage is conditional upon the consent of both 
parties and their parents. Divorce is discouraged in the 
Baha i community and the Bah4'i law requires a year of 
trial separation, after which, if differences cannot be re¬ 
solved. divorce is permissible. Baha'i law also prohibits 
the use of alcoholic drinks and narcotics. 

Non-Partisan Character 

The Baha [ Faith is not aligned with any government or 
political party. While they may accept non-partisan gov¬ 
ernment posts and appointments, Bahais may not be 
members of any political faction or ideology. Baha'is, both 
individually and collectively, are enjoined to obey the laws 
of their respective states and the authority of the legally 
constituted governments under which they live. Without 
regard for political affiliation, Baha’is may vote in general 
elections and participate in the ordinary civic life of their 
community. The institutions and programs of the Baha’i 
Faith are supported exclusively by voluntary contributions 
from its own members. 

Baha'f Administrative Order 

Free from any form of ecclesiaslicism. having neither 
priesthood nor manmade ritual, and forbidding asceti¬ 
cism, monasticism, and mendicancy, the Baha'i Faith re¬ 
lies on a pattern of local, national, and international admin¬ 
istration, created by Baha'u'liah, elaborated by Abdu'l- 
Bah4, and implemented by Shoghi Effendi. There are cur¬ 
rently over 25.000 local assemblies and over 145 National 
Assemblies throughout the world. 


The affairs of the local Baha'i community are administered 
by a nine-member local Spiritual Assembly elected annu¬ 
ally. Nationally, a nine-member body is elected each year 
by delegates who have in turn been elected by Bahais 
at the local level. The international governing body, the 
Universal House of Justice, is elected once every five 
years in Haifa, Israel at an international convention at¬ 
tended by members of the national assemblies. All Baha'i 
elections are by secret ballot, with no nominations or elec¬ 
tioneering. 

In administering the affairs of the community, the institu¬ 
tions of the Baha’i Faith practice a form of consultation 
that involves full and frank discussion of issues under 
consideration. Matters are discussed with a desire to as¬ 
certain the facts and to come to a decision that is based 
on spiritual principles and is unencumbered by personal 
attachment to points of view. The Baha’i writings state: 
"The shining spark of truth comes forth only after the clash 
of differing opinions.” While the goal of consultation is 
unanimous agreement upon a course of action, when 
unanimity cannot be reached, a vote is taken, and the 
decision of the majority prevails. 

Houses of Worship 

The central position of prayer and meditation in Baha'i 
individual and community life places emphasis on houses 
of worship in villages, towns, and cities. At present, 
Houses of Worship exist in Wilmette, Illinois, U.S.A.; 
Frankfurt-am-Main, West Germany; Kampala, Uganda; 
Sidney, Australia; Panama City, Panama; New Delhi, India; 
and Apia, Western Samoa. Sen/ices of worship consist of 
the recitation of Baha'i scriptures and scriptures of the 
other divinely revealed religions and “a capella” music is 
also allowed. Eventually, each locality will have its own 
house of worship, which will serve as the point around 
which the scientific, educational, humanitarian, and ad¬ 
ministrative institutions of the Baha'i community revolve. 
Many local Baha’i communities currently own properties 
used for activities. 

Social and Economic Development Projects 

Bah&T communities throughout the world are involved in 
social and economic development activities that serve 
the needs of local populations. 

National Spiritual Assemblies currently manage over 700 
development projects. The majority of the projects are the 
result of grassroots efforts operating with little or no out¬ 
side support. 

Activities in health and social services, communications, ag¬ 
riculture and forestry, and community development encour- 
oge work in the spirit of service to mankind. The emphasis 
in Baha i teachings on the necessity of universal educa- 
tion has inspired the establishment of learning centers 
which include tutorial schools in fifteen African countries 
and more than 300 training schools and centers in Asia. 

Social and economic development projects world-wide 
also include medical centers, programs for women, 
cooperative savings programs, building renovation, arts 
and theater groups, communal farms and cooperative 
fishing projects, homes for refugees and for the aged. 


and computer education to assist low income families. 

Seven educational radio stations currently operate in 
Liberia, Panama, Chile, Peru, Bolivia, Ecuador and the 
United States, to serve the local populations. Programs 
in native languages offer advice on health care, crop man¬ 
agement, animal husbandry, and child development. 

Relationship to the United Nations 

The Baha'i International Community has accredited consul¬ 
tative status with the United Nations Economic and Social 
Council (ECOSOC) and with the United Nations Children's 
Fund (UNICEF). It is also affiliated with the United Nations 
Environment Program (UNEP) and, since 1943, with the LIN 
Office of Public Information. It has representatives with the 
United Nations in New York, Geneva, and Nairobi. Local 
Bahi'f communities are encouraged to support the UN's 
various humanitarian projects. The Baha'i International 
Community participates in meetings of UN agencies con¬ 
cerned with human rights, social development, the status 
of women, the environment, human settlement, food, sci-. 
ence and technology, population, the law of the sea, crime 
prevention, substance abuse, youth, children, the family 
disarmament, and the United Nations University. 

Bahd’f History 

The Baha’i Faith was founded in Persia (Iran) by Mlrzd 
Husayn-’AII (1817-1892), known as Baha'u'liah, the “Glory 
of God." The word Baha’i derives from baha (“glory" or 
“splendor") and means a follower of Baha’u'liah. The 
Baha i Faith is linked with the Babi Faith, founded in 1844 
by Mirza 'Alf-Muhammad (1819-1850), known as the Bab 
or “Gate." The Bab announced that He was not only the 
founder of an independent religion, but the herald of a 
new and far greater prophet or messenger of God, Who 
would usher in an age of peace for all mankind. The Bab 
was executed by Persian authorities in 1850 in an attempt 
to Crush His religion. In 1863, Baha’u'liah declared that 
He was the one prophesied by the Bab. 

Bahau liah was exiled from Iran to various places within 
the Ottoman Empire, and in 1868 was sent as a prisoner 
to the fortress city of 'Akka in Palestine. He passed away 
in 1892. In His will, He appointed His eldest son. Abdu’l- 
Baha (1844-1921), to lead the Baha’i community and to 
interpret the Baha’i Writings. ‘Abdu'l-Baha in turn ap¬ 
pointed His eldest grandson, Shogi Effendi (1896-1957), 
as his successor, the Guardian of the Cause, and the 
authorized interpreter of the Baha'i teachings. Today the 
affairs of the world-wide Baha'f community are adminis¬ 
tered by the Universal House of Justice. 

Baha’f World Center 

The Baha’f World Center is in the Holy Land. From the 
time of Baha'u’llah’s exile to ‘Akki, the spiritual and ad¬ 
ministrative center of the Faith has been established in 
the two cities of 'Akka and Haifa. The Baha'f-Holy Places 
in Israel consist of the shrines of Baha’u'liah and The Bab 
and historic sites associated with Them. Baha'u’liah in¬ 
structed that the World Center of His Faith should be in 
the vicinity of these Shrines. The Seat of the Universal 
House of Justice is located on Mt. Carmel in Haifa.

Karen spent a great deal of 
time looking over the photographs, and Karen pointed to the composite of the 
individual who was suspected in the attempted abduction in Sartell, not 
knowing where that picture had come from, and stated that the man driving the 
maroon car slightly resembled him in that he was kind of dark and neanderthal 
looking . 

13. SA Kohout and SA Berg informed the Heinen’s that they would return to 
the Command Center and pass on the information they had obtained from them 
to the coordinator and determine whether or not it would be necessary to have 
Karen come in and make a composite drawing with the artist.

Sigafoos and Special Agent Duma. BROWN related that he had a vision of 
where Jacob's body could be found, drawing a rough sketch of a quarry and how 
Jacob s body had been tied and weighted down prior to the Kidnappers dumping 
his body into the water of the quarry. 

BROWN than led investigator's to a quarry identical to the one on his 
drawing. At this location BROWN started to sob stating Jacob's body was in

On November 7, 1989, Special Agent Sigafoos was informed by the members of 
the Stearns County Task Force that an individual known as WILLIAM BROWN had 
telephonic the task force the day after the disappearance and abduction of 
Jacob Wetterling. On this date, BROWN had indicated that he had a vision of 
where Jacob was being kept and described it as a very tall narrow white 
Iding with a steep roof. BROWN said he envisioned himself looking up from 

thlS residence * This initial information was not followed up on 
t that time, due to no other further information from BROWN. 
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On November 7, 1989, Special Agent Denny Owens and St. Cloud Kathy Nolan, 
advised Special Agent Sigafoos that on this date they had attempted to 
contact WILLIAM BROWN by phone to receive additional information from him 
concerning his affiliation to the Wetterling family through the Baha'i 
religion that both Brown and the Wetterling's belong to. They indicated that 
WILLIAM BROWN at this time stated that he did not want to talk to any 
investigator's, that he had a heart problem and was refusing to talk about 
the disappearance of Jacob Wetterling. 


On November 7, 1989, at approximately ls30 PM, S/A Sigafoos, S/A Duma, S/A 
•Owens, and St. Cloud Kathy Nolan, went to the Grand Manor Apartment #13, in 
Rockville, Minnesota, at that location met WILLIAM BROWN at his apartment. 
Also present at the apartment at this time was William's son ADAM BROWN, age 
16. Adam indicated that he was currently home from school due to the fact 
that he was ill with the flu. Mr. BROWN was apprehensive about talking to 
investigator’s but, was persuaded to leave the residence in an effort for him 
to help investigator’s locate the residence where he felt Jacob had been held 
at one time. 

Mr. BROWN indicated that he believed that Jacob Wetterling had been alive for 
approximately 3 to 4 days, and that the kidnapper during this period of time, 
had repeatedly sexually assaulted Jacob. He indicated that this assault had 
taken place in a tall narrow white house that was abandoned. He further 
indicated that the kidnapper removed the clothing from Jacob and had buried 
: vm in a hole in the ground, possibly in the earthen basement of this 
andoned farm house. BROWN indicated he had a strong sense of feeling of 
where the body of Jacob Wetterling currently was and on several times led on 
through back county gravel roads in attempt to locate this spot. Several 
times he indicated that he was unable to bring investigator's to the exact 
location, upon which time the investigator's returned to the scene of the 
crime with Mr. BROWN. BROWN indicated that he believed the reason the 
perpetrator had abducted Jacob was because the individuals' extremely enraged 
at events that occurred in the perpetrator’s past life. At one point BROWN 
felt that the individual may have abducted Jacob to get even at others. When 
asked to elaborate on that, BROWN stated "Possibly the perpetrator wanted^ to 
get back at his mother for having abandoned him." BROWN further indicated 
that the reason the boy was taken was cause the person taking Jacob had a 
strong sexual impulse and demand for the boy at that time. BROWN felt the 
individual taking him would of taken him no more than a mile to a mile and 
a half from the location, prior to sexual abusing the boy. At one point 
BROWN exited the state vehicle and walked back on the gravel road, and stated 
he believed the suspect's vehicle had been parked in that location. For the 
record that location was close to the location where tire impressions were 
observed by initial investigator's. During parts of this interview BROWN 
would openly sob stating he felt so bad for Jacob. At times during these 
questions and BROWN's sobbing. Special Agent Sigafoos asked him several times 
if he in fact had been the one who would kidnap Jacob? Each time BROWN 
stated "No". Subsequently, Mr. BROWN led S/A Sigafoos and S/A Duma to a 
quarry, which is abandoned and which is located in Section 27, in St. Joseph 
Township, just off Stearns County Road 138. At this location from the 
; eway, Mr. BROWN broke down and sobbed and stated "That's were Jacob's body 
Prior to arriving at that location Mr. BROWN had drawn a sketch in his' 
own hand which indicated that the quarry where Jacob's body would be located, 
just off 94 in Stearns County approximately a mile in a half from the ~ 
location where Jacob was abducted. BROWN further indicated in his hand 
Writing that there would be a old crane there, guy wires, an old building,^ 
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and several pieces of machinery. BROWN went on to elaborate that the 
perpetrator threw Jacob’s body off of the high side of this quarry. BROWN 
also did a drawing indicating that Jacob's hands were tied behind his back 
with rope that his feet were tied, and that a piece of quarry rock was used 
to weight his body down. BROWN went on to relate that he believed the 
victim, Jacob, had been struck and beaten about the face with the gun and 
subsequently shot four or five times, one time being in the head. Special 
Agent Sigafoos and Special Agent Duma, back tracked and were able to approach 
within a quarter mile of the abandoned quarry and upon walking to that 
location with Mr. BROWN, it was observed that Mr. BROWN stopped approximately 
100 feet after leaving the vehicle and starred for several seconds into a 
heavily wooded and shrub covered area in a low spot on a trail leading to the 
quarry. Special Agent Sigafoos inquired why he was starring and stopping, 
and BROWN provided no answer. Special Agent Sigafoos and Mr. BROWN then 

proceeded to the quarry site itself and it was the same as drawn on BROWN's 

sketch- Special Agent Sigafoos noted that the only place a body could be 
thrown from the quarry would of been on the side indicated by Mr. BROWN. 
Tossing of a body or article from any other side of the quarry would of 

resulted in a landing of rocks and not hidden in the water. Several times 

at this abandoned quarry Special Agent Sigafoos asked Mr. BROWN if he had in 
fact tossed Jacob into the quarry and each time he stated "No.” 

On November 7, 1989, WILLIAM BROWN was brought back with his consent to the 
S arns County Law Enforcement Center, at this location provided Special 
«; nt Sigafoos with a taped statement concerning Jacob Wetterling and his 
.nowledge of the family and of events concerning them.

Abby left, returning to their residence. As they were leaving they saw no 
vehicles in the vicinity. 


Mrs. Rogosheske stated that while they were riding they observed another female 
horseback rider, riding in the area of the river. She stated that she did not 
know this individual but thought that Penny did. Also, while returning-to the 
farm they saw three hunters in the field south of the Rassier farm, however, she 
could not recall seeing any vehicles associated with these hunters. 


She advised that they got back to farm somewhere around 1700 and that she had left 
with Penny shortly after. As they were leaving they saw now vehicles in the 
immediate vicinity. They arrived at her residence sometime around 1730 and that 
she had shown Penny their new house and that Penny had left around 1800.

They knew Dan Rassier only on a casual basis and that they did not know much about 
him other than that he worked in the Cold Springs school system.

On Saturday, November It, 1989, this officer was assigned to assist in the 
investigation of sexually explicit photographs of male children. 


On Saturday, November 11, 1989, this officer met and interviewed a private

Mr. Kraus resembled the composite drawing of a suspect in 
the Jacob Wetterling kidnapping Investigation. This suspect was seen at a 
convenience store in the St. Joseph, Minnesota area on the night Jacob was 
abducted. 


2. Minnesota State Patrol Trooper Stewart Ross and Conservation Officer Tom 
Chapin had stopped Kraus on the evening of November 13, 1989, and subsequently 
arrested him for aggravated DWI and other related charges. See the attached 
complaint for details. 


3. Kraus apparently became very depressed while being booked into the Itasca 

broke down and cried and made some comment to Conservation 
Officer Chapin to the effect that Chapin knew what this was really all about. 
Arresting officers noticed similarities in Kraus' appearance with the 

composite photograph. Officers compared Kraus' driver’s license photo to the 
composite drawing. 

4. On November 15, 19S9, S/A Erson interviewed Kraus at the Itasca County 
Jail. S/A Erson advised Kraus that he resembled the composite drawing of a 
suspect in the Jacob Wetterling kidnapping.

4. They were home alone on Sunday evening, October 22, 1989 and deny any involvement 
in the abduction. 

5. SCHINDEL’s vehicle is a 1984 Pontiac 6000 bearing MN plate 927 CKJ.

: ather KAHLHAMER interviewed on 11-18-89 based on his look-a-like to a composite 
drawing. KAHLHAMER was-at Saint Francis Xavier Rectory, Sartell, MN with Father Tom 
Olson at the time of the abduction on October 22, 1989. Father Olson confirmed 
KAHLHAMER's whereabouts. 


DETAILS 

1. On 11-18-89 at approximately 1500 hours, SA's O’Malley and Vandergriff of the 
Minnesota Bureau of Criminal Apprehension interviewed Bernard Walter KAHLHAMER, DOB: 
5-22-31 at the Rectory, 211 S. 7th Street in Sauk Center. 

2. Bernard KAHLHAMER is a Catholic priest and youth minister and has been at this 
parish for the last three years. Before coming to this parish, KAHLHAMER was in 
Morris, MN, and in St. Anthony from 1980-1982. 

3. KAHLHAMER slightly resembles the composites, however KAHLHAMER wears glasses. 
KAHLHAMER is near-sighted and claims to only take off his glasses when looking at 
items close-up. 

4. Due to personal and business associations, KAHLHAMER travels a lot in the St. 
Cloud and Twin Cities area. 

5. On the day of the abduction, KAHLHAMER performed a baptism in Sauk Center which 
lasted until approximately 1500 hours. KAHLHAMER returned home and believes he left 
his residence at approximately 8:15 p.m. to stay overnight at St. Francis Parish in 
Sartell, MN, where Father Thomas Olson is assigned. KAHLHAMER believes he arrived a 






little iefore 9:00 p.m. 

6. Fattier Olson was contacted and definitely recalls that evening. Father Olson 
stated that he had dinner with some friends and recalls KAHLHAMER arriving before 
9:00 p.m. at the parish after which the two watched TV for a while. 

7. KAHLHAMER states he has stopped at the Tom Thumb store located near the site of 
the abduction 3-4 times since it has opened and the last time was over a year ago. 
He denied any involvement in the abduction.

SYNOPSIS 

On 11-17-89, SA Owens and Detective Nolan interviewed NEIL with reference to his 
association with the Bahai faith in Duluth, MN. During the interview, NEIL 
identified his association with the Bahai faith and further provided a list of 
members in the Duluth community that are a part of the same faith. According to NEIL 
there was an individual approximately two to three years earlier who showed up for 
one of the faith occasions (feast) and was identified as a slick and smooth salesman. 
NEIL could not remember the name of this individual but indicated that he had a 
questionable personality, but in actuality did not meet Jerry Wetterling. NEIL 
further described a one John Schwinghammer as being a manic depressive. NEIL went on 
to indicate that he believed an individual with the name of Myrna Brown to be an 
individual that used the Wetterling's for her own personal existence. NEIL further 
indicated that Brown had some personal problems, and that at this particular time she 
was married and living in the state of Florida. Neil further identified a one Kate 
Sunwood as being an individual that previously had been with the Bahai faith but was 
asked to leave because of her lesbian leanings. NEIL also identified another 
individual as a Hobart Finn who did not look too kindly toward the Bahai faith. 
Hobart Finn's wife, Virginia, was active in the faith and Hobart was further 
described as having drug problems and being very vindictive. NEIL concluded the 
interview by indicating that Jerry Wetterling was a very nice individual whom he had 
known for several years.

DETAILS 

1. On 11-17-89 at approximately 1330 hours, SA Owens and Detective Nolan interviewed 
NEIL at the U.S. West building in Duluth, MN. The purpose of the contact was to 
obtain any information concerning the Bahai faith in the Duluth area, and further 
relate any such information to individuals with motives for harming Jerry Wetterling 
or his immediate family. The background on NEIL indicated that he had been a Bahai 
member for 19 years, and that he was currently a chairman of the local spiritual 
assembly (LSA). NEIL provided the special agents with a number of the following 
names that were in the local chapter of the Bahai faith in the Duluth area: Pete 
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Peterson; Kathy Korgaard; Henry Cocoran; David and Jenna Martinson; Gary Linder; 
Lydia Finn; and Pete and Virginia Peterson. Concerning past members of the Bahai 
faith, NEIL identified a one Ruth Martinson who currently resides in Chicago, IL. 
According to NEIL, Martinson would often go inside the prisons in the state of 
Minnesota and instruct in the Bahai faith. NEIL further informed the special agents 
how the local assemblies must follow the recorrmendations/dictates of the national 
assemblies in Wilemette, IL. 

2. NEIL indicated that he has known Wetter ling for quite a few years, but would more 

than often talk with him on the telephone rather than meet in person with him. 
According to NEIL, Henry Cocoran was on the District Training Committee (DTC) with 
Jerry .Wetterling for several years. NEIL was then asked to relay to the 

investigating officers any individuals that might be unusual and involved in the 
Bahai faith. . NEIL identified a time period approximately two to three years earlier 
in which an individual whom NEIL believed to have the first name of Jim, showed up 
for a feast. According to NEIL, the individual was slick and smooth salesman and 
gave the appearance that he was attempting to solicit funds for an alcohol recovery 
plant. NEIL indicated that this particular person was never a formal Bahai faith 
rrember. NEIL was then asked about his knowledge of John Schwinghammer, to which NEIL 
indicated he believed Schwinghammer to be a manic depressive, NEIL indicated that it 
is generally known that there is common dissension in the Bahai faith in the Duluth, 
MN. NEIL discounted the dissension as being more personality conflicts within the 
Bahai faith and not with the faith itself. 

3. NEIL further identified a one Myrna Brown who is originally from Duluth, MN and 
has parents identified as J.B. and Elsie. NEIL further described Brown as having one 
girl identified as Tahirah (sp?) and one boy, Tostamonte (sp?). In addition, NEIL 
indicated that one other boy with a first name of Daniel is Myrna's 

The first girl was described as being approximately 17 to 18 years old, while the 

first boy is. described as being 16 to 17 years old, and the last boy about 4 years 

old. NEIL indicated that Myrna has one sister, Mary, located in the Cities; one 
sister, Martha, located in Chicago, IL; one sister, Melissa, located in Duluth, MN; 
and one sister, Michelle, located in Superior, WI. According to NEIL, Myrna knows 
Jerry Wetterling quite well and is a member of the Bahai faith. NEIL felt that Myrna 
often times would take advantage of Jerry Wetterling in and through her personal 
problems. 

4. NEIL identified a one Kate Sunwood as an individual who lost her Bahai rights by 
practicing lesbian qualities. NEIL believed that Sunwood lived up near the Grand 
Marais, MN area before coming to Duluth, MN. 

5. NEIL further identified a one Hobart Douglas Finn (DOB: 9-4-51), who does not 

look too kindly toward the Bahai faith. According to NEIL, Hobart Finn was divorced 
two years earlier from a Bahai member with the first name of Virginia. Hobart is 

described as being very vindictive and controlling. Hobart is said to visit the 

children who are in Virginia's custody, once in a great while. Hobart is described 
as being self employed in the business as Earth Riders Salvage, wherein he buys and 
sells old equipment in the Duluth, MN. NEIL further indicated that he believed 
Hobart and Myrna Brown to have had a love/hate relationship. NEIL further stated 
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that Myrna often times would stay with Hobart and Virginia. Hobart i« 
described as being from the Superior, WI area, and is further described as 
extensive problem with dangerous drugs. An address for Hobart was qiven as 
5th Street in Duluth, MN.

SYNOPSIS 

On 11-11-89, the JACOB WETTERLING Task Force received a call from a one Patricia 
Cannady of 121 Washington Avenue South, Minneapolis, MN. Cannady's phone numbers 
were listed as 343-0378 and 348-8919. The information relayed from Cannady to the 
Task Force telephone operators was the possibility that an older gentleman with the 
nickname of DUTCH often visits the Hennepin County Government Center to obtain copies 
of young boy birth certificates. Further information provided indicated that DUTCH 
matched composite #3. SA Owens conducted a separate investigation into DUTCH who is 
formally identified as STRUBLE. STRUBLE has a history of mental problems and is 
generally referred to as a transient. STRUBLE is identified as being very anti 
social and has a tendency to involve himself and associate himself with teenage boys. 
No record of STRUBLE ever being involved in an arrest or a conviction for criminal 
sexual conduct was determined. STRUBLE does not drive, nor does he have access to a 
vehicle. At this time STRUBLE should be ruled out as being involved with the 
disappearance of JACOB WETTERLING, and further does not match the composite #3. 

PERSONNEL ASSIGNED 

MNBCA SA D.G. Owens 

DETAILS 

1. On 11-11-89, information was received from Cannady identifying an individual as 
"DUTCH" as an individual possibly matching composite #3. Further information 
indicated that DUTCH would often go into the Hennepin County Government Center to 
obtain copies of birth certificates of younger boys. DUTCH was further described as 
having a receding hairline and a piercing stare. 

2. SA Owens had a separate investigation into the questionable activities of STRUBLE 
who, in effect, used the name of DUTCH. These activities stemmed from information 
provided by the Minnesota Department of Vital Statistics concerning STRUBLE'S 
purchasing of copies of birth certificates for post teenage boys. Completing the 
investigation of STRUBLE, SA Owens determined that STRUBLE did purchase a_ number of 
copies of male birth certificates and used them to make contacts with individuals 
that were involved in athletic activity in and around the University of Minnesota. 
STRUBLE was further described as an individual that might have mental incapacity and 
did not own a car, nor did he drive. STRUBLE'S criminal activity in the pas 
involved vagrancy and smaller shoplifting offenses, but did not relate to any ype o 
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criminal sexual activity. SA Owens has determined that STRUBLE is a very unlikely 
candidate in the involvement of the abduction of JACOB WETTERLIN6, and further does 
not fit the picture of composite #3.

SYNOPSIS 


On 10/31/89, information was received from a Joyce Long of the Court Services in St. 
Cloud (252-7785 and 255-6160) concerning the possible relationship of RUDOLF with the 
disappearance of JACOB WETTERLING. Information provided by Long indicated that 
RUDOLF was currently on probation and was described as being very immature and 
insecure. RUDOLF further was described as liking to masturbate in his car while 
watching smaller girls. Long further described RUDOLF as actually operating at the 
16-17 year age level. SA Owens contacted RUDOLF'S mother (GLORIA JANE) and was told 
that RUDOLF was out of town on 10/22/89. RUDOLF (GLORIA JANE) revealed that her son 
drove for Fargo Freight (701-232-3303) and would stop at his parents’ house 
occasionally. Based on the information given by RUDOLF’S mother and his physical 
description, SA Owens concluded that RUDOLF was not a strong candidate in the 
disappearance of WETTERLING.

The information 
provided by Long indicated that RUDOLF was currently on probation and there was a 
failure to appear warrant outstanding for his arrest. - Long further stated that 
RUDOLF likes to masturbate in his car while observing smaller girls. Long further 
described RUDOLF as being very immature and insecure and told the last time he had 
contacted Court Services that he should obtain inpatient care.

SA Owens informed GLORIA JANE that on at least two other occasions 
SA Owens was to their residence and discovered that no one was present. GLORIA JANE 
indicated that her son occasionally would stop at their home between the road trips. 
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SA Owens asked GLORIA JANE if she knew of the whereabouts of DAVID on 10/22/89, to 
which GLORIA JANE indicated that DAVID left town on that day as part' of a normal 
truck run. GLORIA JANE could not be more specific but indicated that DAVID left in 
the late afternoon on that day. GLORIA JANE further stated that her son would never 
do that kind of "thing". An examination of DAVID RUDOLF’S physical appearance 
discounts the possibility that he was associated with the disappearance of JACOB 
WETTERLING. SA Owens left word with GLORIA JANE to have DAVID contact him (SA Owens) 
as soon as he returns back to St. Joseph, Minnesota. It should be noted THERE IS 
STILL AN ACTIVE FAILURE TO APPEAR WARRANT FOR DAVID RUDOLF’S ARREST.

3. When asked about his whereabouts on 10/22/89, SCHWINGHAMMER believed that he was 
attending a funeral for a fellow witch, identified as STEVAN F. SKORICH, who was in 
his mid-30s and died while in the hospital. Detective Loret obtained information 
that SKORICH did indeed die but that he died on 09/22/89 and not 10/22/89. 
SCHWINGHAMMER indicated to Detective Loret that he was with another witch during the 
funeral for STEVAN, and she was identified with the first name of GAIL. SCHWINGHAMMER 
further identified his current wife as a SHEILA SKORICH (nee), who works at the 
Lighthouse for the Blind and is legally blind. 

4. SCHWINGHAMMER provided Detective Loret with three associates/friends who would 
testify on behalf of SCHWINGHAMMER. They are as follows: (1) WALTER and KATHY 
McINTOSH of 303 North 18| Avenue West in Duluth, Minnesota. (2) STEVE O'NEIL, who 
works at the Housing for Street People, at 722-0257. (3) VIC BUELER, who is 
SCHWINGHAMMER's boss at the Domi Nano Center, at 720-3835. Detective Loret will 
continue monitoring the activities of SCHWINGHAMMER.

Davis 
indicated that he did purchase some Sear’s Roadgaurd tires (175x80x13) in June of 
1989. It was later determined that these Sear's tires were Roadguard model’s that 
were purchased on 6-27-89.

3. Davis indicated that he had come forth after the disappearance and provided 
information on a vision (that he had had concerning Jacob's where abouts). According 
to Davis he had seen Jacob in a house in Fridley, MN a short ways from University 
Ave.

On 11-19-89 SA Owens and Detective Nolan were given a computer listing of individuals 
bearing^ the last name of Gertken. This master listing provided information 

Containing those individuals with the last name of GERTKEN and particularly with one 
individual identified with the first name of Harry who has a past conviction for 
criminal sexual conduct. The task of the investigating officers were to make 
comparisons with the names of the Gertken's that were on the list and that with Harry 
and determine there relationships and possible involvement into the Jacob Wetter1ing 
Kidnapping. The other Gertkens listed on the master computer log revealed that two 
of them had credit cards for Sears while two others were identified as former 
patients of Dr. Wetterling. On 11-22-89, SA Owens and Det. Nolan interviewed Gertken 
at his farm in Albany. During the course of the interview, Gertken revealed that he 
knew the other Gertkens who had patients with Dr. Wetterling but he himself had not 
been a patient. Gertken further indicated that he was home on the evening of 
10-22-89 doing farm work. Gertken further indicated that he does not know the 
Wetterling family but travels to the St. Joeseph, MN area on an irregular basis. 
Gertken allowed the SA's to examine one vehicle that he used and which was primarily 
used for field type work. That vehicle is described as a Ford pick up truck. 
Gertken was cooperative with the investigating officers and from the information 
provided Gertken could not at this time be a strong candidate for further 
investigation,

1. On 11-19-89 investigating officers Owens and Nolan were given a master listing of 
a computer generated comparison of the names ending with Gertken and possible 
associations with the Jacob Wetterling Kidnapping. More specifically, two of the 
names on the list were contributed to Gertkens owning a Sears Credit Card, were two 
others were individuals who had been patients of /Dr. Wetterling. The fifth name 
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involved Harry who was identified as have a past criminal sex conduct and also a 
vehicular homicide incident. The task of the investigating officers was to determine 
Gertken (Harry) had any relationship to the other Gertkens listed on the computer 
print out. 

2. SA Owens contacted two of the Gertkens listed on the computer print out who had 

the first names of Georgia and Julia and discovered that they had been patients of 
Dr. Jerry Wetterling. Also the Gertkens were indeed related to Gertken (Harry). 
According to Gertken (Georgia) Harry had assisted her husband in farming during 

September of 1989. Georgia provided additional information that indicated that Harry 
was divorced and owned a farm over by Ridgeland. Georgia also identified a one 
Clearance (Sonny) and Marta Gertken as being the parents of Harry. Their telephone 
number was given as 597-2172. SA Owens completed a background Gertken (Harry) and 
discovered the two criminal offenses associated with his past. The first incident 
occurred in 1982 in which Gertken (Harry) was involved in a homicide negligent 
manslaughter with a vehicle. Gertken was convicted in Steam's County for that 
offense. > Additionally, on 1-14-88 Gertken (Harry) was arrested in Steam's County 
for Criminal Sexual Contact with a female who was a 15 years old at the time. 

Gertken was also convicted for that offense out of Steam's County. 

3. On 11-22-89 SA Owens and Detective Nolan traveled out to the Gertken residence in 

Albany, MM, Once at that location the investigating officers interviewed who 
responded that he was indeed'related to Georgia and Julia. Gertken indicated that he 

did not know the Wetterling family but thought that Jerry Wetterling looked like an 

individual he had served some time with while in the Steam's County Jail. Gertken 
indicated that he was a farmer who lived alone and did on a irregular basis traveled 
to St. Joseph, MN. Gertken stated that he was probably home on the evening of 
10-22-89 attending to his field. Gertken further identified an individual named 
Roger Bremer as a close friend. When asked what type of vehicle Gertken owned, 
Gertken replied that he only had one older truck and he would only use that for field 
work. Gertken allowed the SA's to examine the truck which is described as a 1968 
Ford blue pick up bearing MN LIC MUL344. In addition, the truck tires were examined 
by the SA's and can be identified as heavy duty snow/mud tires not consistent with 
the pattern the investigating officers were attempting to locate. Though the alibi 
of Gertken is not verifiable at this time, it is the investigating officers 
determination that with Gertken's cooperation and willingness to assist in the 
investigation, he should not be considered a prime suspect at this time.

On November 28, 1989, at approximately 12:30 PM, Duane Cornwell 
contacted SA Sigafoos of the Wetterling Task Force in St. Cloud, 
MN. At this time he indicated that he believed through drawings 
of his 7 year old son that he could locate the body of Jacob 
Wetterling. Cornwell later took SA Sigafoos and FBI SA Fred Temper 
to a wooded area located just north of St. Anna located in Stearns 
County. He stated that Jacob's body was an 18 wheeler in a wooded 
dr aw.

DETAILS 

On November 28, 1989, at approximately 12:30 PM a Task Force 
phone operator informed SA Sigafoos that an individual wanted to 
talk to an Investigator. 

SA Sigafoos spoke with the individual who identified himself 
as Duane Cornwell, 9514 Crestview Drive, St. Joseph, MN. Cornwell 
stated that he believed he knew where the body of Jacob Wetterling 
could be found. Cornwell indicated that Inv. should be at his 
house in exactly 30 minutes. 
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SA Sigafoos and SA Temper drove to the Cornwell residence 
arriving at approximately 1:00 PM and at that location were greeted 
at the garage entry door by a person identifying himself as Duane 
Cornwell. Upon entering the residence SA Sigafoos introduced 
himself and showed identification. At this time Cornwell showed 
Inv. around the house opening each door room and closet door to 
show Inv. that no one else was present. He then told us he was 
sure he could lead us to the body of Jacob Wetterling. He related 
that his 7 year old son Brandon, had drawn a picture and that from 
this picture he could tell us where Jacob's body was. Cornwell 
indicated that at this time Jacob was at peace with the Lord 
stating Jacob had been beheaded. Cornwell then stated he would 
follow a step by step presentation concerning his knowledge about 
Jacob. As part of this presentation he indicated that he didn't 
want his son, age 7, brought into the investigation. Cornwell had 
a long list of demands for the Inv. to sign, but later didn't 
pursue having Inv. sign his list of demands. 

Cornwell then showed us a drawing which was laid out on his 
son Brandon's bed. On top of this drawing was a photo of his son 
Brandon, Brandon's face was covered by a white Jacob's Hope 
ribbon. Cornwell picked up this drawing and stated that through 
his son's drawing he had determined the whereabouts of Jacob’s body 
and also that a man named Tester was involved in the murder. 
Cornwell indicated he was sure Tester was involved because his son 
had written Tester on top of his drawing as he tested but his 
different colored crayons. Cornwell indicated that he then went 
to a phone book and looked up and found an individual by the name 
of KEVIN TESTER located in that phone book. Based on that he felt 
Tester was a suspect. Cornwell then presented Inv. with a MN State 
map with the area around Albany, MN circled in pencil. He also had 
a separate piece of paper with roads colored in around St. Anna. 
Pasted to this sheet of paper were two colored drawings said to 
have been prepared by his 7 year old son Brandon. In the upper 
left hand corner was the name Tester, Kevin D., said to have been 
taken from a phone book by Tester and taped to this paper by 
himself. He once again stated that Tester and another man had 
killed Jacob Wetterling. During portions of his step by step 
presentation, Duane Cornwell would become very emotional, at times 
cry and sob and at other times yell and scream. All of this was 
in reference to the abduction of Jacob Wetterling and how sure he 
was that the body would be found. Refer to the drawing, diagrams 
and map for complete details. 

Cornwell next went into his living room and showed Inv. 
numerous photographs of his children, some of which had small marks 
or creases on their face area. Ranting and raving he stated that 
his wife Dorothy had disfigured these photos of his children, 
because she was jealous of his children and he felt that she meant 
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to cause them extreme harm. During the time period he was showing 
these photographs he was very upset and at times would yell and 
scream about the injustices done to these photographs by his wife. 
These photographs were later recovered with a search warrant on 
November 29, 1989, refer to inventory of search warrant and photos 
for complete details. 

Cornwell then stated that he would then take SA Sigafoos and 
SA Temper to the area where Jacobs body could be found, stating 
Jacob was in a 18 wheeler parked in a wooded draw near St. Anna, 
MN. During the ride to the area Cornwell yelled that Jacob had 
been taken by a 53 year old alcoholic who had repeatedly rammed his 
dirty cock into Jacob's mouth until Jacob was limp. After this the 
individual had killed Jacob by severing part of Jacob's head from 
his body. The killer had then hidden Jacob 1 s body .in an 18 wheeler 
truck in the wooded draw. During the time that Cornwell was telling 
about what had happened to Jacob he was pounding the back seat of 
the squad car, yelling and using obscenities repeatedly about what 
had happened to Jacob. 

Duane Cornwell directed Inv. to St. Anna, located in Stearns 
County and just north and west of town had us turn west on Two 
Rivers Road. At this location he stated that an 18 wheeler truck 
was in a wooded draw and that Jacob's body was in that vehicle. 
While in this area Cornwell repeatedly yelled and screamed that a 
man named Tester and another man living near this area by the name 
of Elmer had been responsible for the killing of Jacob. When told 
by Inv. that we would check the area further on the next day being 
November 29, 1989, during the daylight hours, Cornwell became very 
upset and started yelling and screaming and pounding on the back 
seat area of the car demanding that we search the area immediately. 

Inv. drove Cornwell into Cold Spring, MN, due to the fact that 
he had locked himself out of his residence. During this time spent 
with Cornwell throughout this day he indicated to Inv. that he had 
been married to a Dorothy Cornwell and that they have a 7 year old 
son named Brandon. Dorothy and himself currently separated and are 
having a custody battle over their son. Cornwell is self employed, 
his business is called Stearns County Promotions which specializes 
in advertisement specials on calendars, pens, hats, T-shirt and 
etc. 

Cornwell indicated that an Inv. had talked to him prior to 
this date about the abduction of Jacob Wetterling. This interview 
taking place several weeks ago. He indicated that he thought it 
was ridiculous that he was talked to because he said the papers 
indicated they were looking for a 35 year old guy not a 53 year old 
man like himself. He was obsessed with who had provided his name 
to the Task Force and demanded to be told who had given this 
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information. He stated he couldn't have been the abductor, stating 
he was with his son Brandon until approximately 5:00 PM on October 
22, 1989. After dropping Brandon off back with his mother he 
indicated he had gone hunting on land owned by a Majiski family. 
He indicated that during this hunt he had shot a hen pheasant and 
left the farm residence after 8:30 PM. He stated that he had then 
stopped at a Tom Thumb Store in Rice, MN and had purchased two 
cookies and a box of Freezer wrap. Cornwell stated that he then 
drove home arriving home at approximately 9:30 or 10:00 PM. He 
indicated he called a Bob who resides up in Eden Prairie, MN and 
had talked with him for approximately ten minutes to up to one 
hour. Further indicated he had not purchased anything from the Tom 
Thumb Store in St. Joseph on this evening. At Cornwell's request 
he was left in Cold Spring at approximately 4:30 PM and was going 
to obtain a ride back to his residence from a neighbor.

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SYNOPSIS 

On November 28, 1989, at approximately 10:20 PM, SA Sigafoos and 
other members of the Stearns County Task Force were advised that 
Duane Cornwel l was barricaded in his residence located at 9514 
Crestview Drive, St. Joseph, threatening to shoot anyone that came 
near his residence. Task Force members went to that location and 
subsequently talked with Duane Cornwell, no arrest was made at this 
time.

DETAILS 

On November 28, 1989, at approximately 10:20 PM, SA Sigafoos 
and members of the Stearns County Task Force and Stearns County 
Sheriff's Department were advised by the Stearns County Dispatcher 
that DUANE CORNWELL was barricaded in his residence located at 9514 
Crestview Drive, St. Joseph, MN. Reportedly Cornwell had in his 
possession a gun and a knife and was suicidal and threatening to 
shoot the first person to come to his door. The complainant wa ! s 
Terry Cornwell, Duane's son who resides at 927-11th Avenue South, 
St. Cloud, MN, phone #259-0352. 


Arriving on the scene SA Sigafoos was informed that Cornwell 
wanted to talk with the Inv. who had been at his residence earlier 
on this date. SA Sigafoos contacted Cornwell by phone from the 
CINDY PORTER residence located two houses from Cornwell's 
residence. At the time that SA Sigafoos arrived in the residence, 
Cornwell was currently on the phone talking with Cindy Porter. 


SA Sigafoos talked with Duane Cornwell from approximately 
10:50 PM on November 28, 1989 until 2:25 AM on 11-29-89. During 
this phone conversation Cornwell stated if Officer's came to his 
residence they would have to kill him. He indicated that he 
believed that officer's wanted to arrest him for the murder of 
Jacob Wetterling and he further indicated that he believed the 
Officer's thought he was crazy. He repeated many times to SA 
Sigafoos that there were three suspects in the killing of Jacob 
Wetterling and that one of these men would have been Tester, the 
other would have been a man named Elmer who lived near where the 
body would be found and the third suspect would then be Duane 
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At one point in the conversation he indicated to SA Sigafoos that 
I asked God, is Duane Cornwell a suspect and that God had given his 
body a tingling feeling which meant, Duane was a suspect. During 
this time he repeated hatred for his wife Dorothy and also for his 
son's Terry and Jim. At times Cornwell would yell and shout 
obscenities at SA Sigafoos and at other times would seem very 
rational. For many minutes on a time he would repeat specific 
demands and go over step by step that he was a suspect in the Jacob 
killing and what made him a suspect. Cornwell indicated that he 
believed Inv. would go to the area in St. Anna tomorrow and would 
find the body of Jacob Wetterling in that area in an 18 wheeler. 
He said then we would check out the name Tester and if we cleared 
Tester we would check out the individual by the first name Elmer 
and if Elmer was cleared in this then Inv. would say maybe Duane 
killed him and placed him in there. Duane further indicated that 
Inv. would believe that he provided us with the name out of a phone 
book so as the real suspect could get off scot free, indicating 
then that agents would think the real suspect was himself. 
Cornwell spent minutes at time going over what he believed would 
make him a suspect in the case. At times he would yell and shout 
and if interrupted would go into a tyroid of yelling, shouting and 
screaming. 

During part of this phone conversation, Cornwell indicated to 
SA Sigafoos that on October 22, 1989, that he had had his son 
Brandon until approximately 5:00 PM and from there he had driven 
down Hwy. 10 and went on the Majiski farm and with the intent to 
hunt pheasants. He indicated that he had asked the farmer for 
permission and after having obtained it went out hunting. While 
hunting he indicated his dog had come upon a pheasant which had 
flushed and he had shot it being a hen pheasant. He stated it took 
the dog approximately a half hour to find the bird. Cornwell then 
went on to relate that he sat down for a half hour or so and prior 
to leaving he went and thanked the farmer. He indicated after 
leaving the farm he drove his car very slowly and stopped at the 
Tom Thumb in Rice, MN, bought a couple of cookies and some freezer 
wrap. He indicated he drove home arriving at approximately 9:00 or 
9:30 PM and called a Bob Mezenecher (sp) who lives in Eden Prairie. 
This phone call lasted for approximately ten minutes to up to 
possibly 30 minutes or 1 hour. He further indicated that he may 
have possibly called his daughter. Duane stated that after making 
the phone call he did not leave the residence. Cornwell indicated 
that we could check his phone records and he said I tried to give 
you the receipt for the phone records earlier' today, but as you 
know I couldn’t find them I think my wife has destroyed them. 
Cornwell showed a great deal of animosity towards his wife Dorothy 
and his one son Terry and when their names were mentioned would 
become extremely upset and yell and scream and use profanity. A 
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tape recording was done of later parts of the phone conversations 
between SA Sigafoos and Duane Cornwell on November 29, 1989. 
Notation this is only a partial tape of the last portion of the 
conversations. SA Sigafoos will retain custody of this tape. 

On November 29, 1989, at approximately 0230 AM after having 
conferred with the Stearns County Attorney, SA Sigafoos and other 
members of the Task Force cleared the scene. The Stearns County 
Sheriff’s Department left a contingency of squad cars protecting 
the area.

On November 29, 1989, at approximately 8:00 AM, SA Sigafoos was 
telephonically contacted by Doug Pearce of the Stearns County 
Sheriff's Department and informed that Duane Cornwell wanted to 
talk once again with SA Sigafoos. SA Sigafoos went to the Cornwell 
residence and at that location met with other officer's and Duane 
Cornwell. Subsequently Cornwell was taken under control to be 
placed on a 72 hour police officer's hold due to his emotional and 
psychological state of mind. Prior to leaving the residence, 
Cornwell admitted to having been the person responsible for the 
abduction and murder of Jacob Wetterling. During later interviews 
he could not provide specific details of the abduction in the 
investigation is continuing.

DETAILS 


On November 29, 1989, at approximately 8:00 AM, SA Sigafoos 
was telephonically contacted by Stearns County Inv. Doug Pearce who 
indicated that Duane Cornwell had approached Officer's early this 
morning and had invited them into his house. At this time Cornwell 
was indicating that he wanted to talk with one of the Special 
Agents who had been with him on the day prior. 

SA Sigafoos and Neil Nedermeyer of the Hennepin County 
Sheriff's Department arrived at the Cornwell residence at 
approximately 9:05 AM. AT this time Deputies present were Lt. 
Charles Brigham, Deputy Dave Hoeschen and Deputy Leigh. The 
Deputies advised us that just prior to our arrival that Cornwell 
had started ranting and raving and screaming at the officer's to 
leave his residence. They indicated that they did not intend to 
leave the residence because due to his actions of last night and 
once again on this morning that they felt a 72 hour police 
officer's hold should be signed to protect both Cornwell and the 
citizens in the area. At approximately 9:10 AM, Cornwell ran to 
a back bedroom door shutting the door and yelling and ordering 
officer's not to enter. During this time period he was crying and 
sobbing and yelling at the officer's, stating he had his attorney 
on the phone. 
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At approximately 9:45 AH, Officer's entered the room and took 
control of Cornwell. Cornwell was handcuffed for his own 
protection and protection of the Officer's and was advised that 
he would be transported to a hospital for his own protection and 
that a 72 hour police officer's hold was being signed. Cornwell 
continued to yell and threaten officer's. He then stated that he 
wanted to talk with Neil Nedermeyer, who seemed to be settling 
Cornwell down. At approximately 10:00 AM, Cornwell stated he 
wanted to talk once again with SA Sigafoos. He related that we 
thought he had killed Jacob Wetterling. He gave consent to 
allowing SA Sigafoos to take possession of a handwritten note 
stating that Jacob would be found in a shed and that the killer is 
a 53 year old. Same age as me, but didn't, his will and his life 
over to God. 

See original handwritten signed note for details. 

At approximately 10:35 AM, SA Sigafoos was present when 
Cornwell told Neil Nedermeyer (I took the boy). Neil asked 
Cornwell what boy and Cornwell replied Jacob. 

At 10:36 AM, SA Sigafoos read the miranda warning to Duane 
Cornwell and asked him if he understood it. Cornwell replied yes. 
SA Sigafoos then asked Cornwell if he was willing to continue to 
talk to Inv. and he replied yes. In the time that Cornwell was 
indicating he had took Jacob he was sobbing and crying. After 
having advised him of his rights he once again stated, I took the 
boy, I drove around with him and then I took him to my home and 
later killed him. Nedermeyer asked Cornwell if he wanted to talk 
further about this at the Law Enforcement Center prior to being 
taken to a hospital on the 72 hour hold and Cornwell replied yes. 
Cornwell was transported to the Stearns County Law Enforcement 
Center arriving at approximately 10:57 AM. 

At the Law Enforcement Center, Cornwell was interviewed in an 
interview room by SA Sigafoos and Neil Nedermeyer. During this 
interview Cornwell indicated that be had abducted Jacob Wetterlina 
and had later killed Jacob and placed his body under the dog kennel 
at his residence. During further interviewing he could not provide 
Inv. with clear details of where Jacob was taken from and other 
known facts concerning the abduction. Refer to a taped video tape 
of the interview for complete details. 

On November 29, 1989, members of the Stearns County Sheriff's 
Department and members of the Wetterling Task Force obtained a 
search warrant for the Duane Cornwell residence and subsequently 
executed this search warrant at his residence on November 29, 1989. 
During the search no evidence was found of Jacob Wetterling or any 
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of the personal items belonging to Jacob Wetterling. No body was 
found in the area of where Cornwell said he had buried the body of 
Jacob. Removed from the house and outdoor shed were numerous 
weapons, one being a 22 caliber revolver. Removed during the 
search were numerous notes and drawings concerning information on 
Jacob Wetterling. Photographs and other written documents were 
also taken. A container of freezer wrap was taken for further 
investigative purposes. See the inventory and search warrant 
report prepared by Doug Pearce for complete details.
